Dost Ur. President: 

Pour years ago, in August 1952, the then President addressed 
to you a telegram in which, inter alia, he stated that he had ’’made 
arrangements with the Central Intelligence Agency to furnish you once 
a week with the world situation, as 1 also have for Governor Stevenson. 

In your reply to that telegram, on the particular point mentioned above, 
you stated as follows: 


Beth Mr. Truman's letter to you and your reply were given to 
the press under date of August 14, 1952, by the White House (copy 
enclosed). 

Subsequently on August IS, 1952, General Walter Bedell Smith, 
then Director erf Central Intelligence, addressed to you and to Governor 
Stevenson practically identical letters, copies of which are enclosed. 

1 am bringing this matter to your attention at this time to ascer- 
tain your wishes so that appropriate action may bs taksa, ao you may 
direct, at an early date after the Chicago Convention in case you desire 
to take action similar to that taken four yomrs ago.
